THESE statistics, compiled by the Irish Registrar-General, show (a) the number 
of men of military age as returned tinder “ The National Registration Act, 19.15,” for 
the parts of Ireland outside the Dublin Metropolitan Police area, and the estimated 
number of such men in the Dublin area ; (6) the number of men considered indis- 
pensable for agriculture, industries, &c. ; (c) the number who have joined His 
Majesty’s forces since the 15th August, 1915 ; (d) an estimate of men unfit for military 
service ; (e) the estimated number of men at present available for military service — 
161,239 ; and (/) the number of men who have joined His Majesty’s forces since the 
outbreak of the war. 

In estimating the number of the men who are regarded as indispensable for 
agriculture, the Registrar-General has taken into consideration the report of October 
1915 as to men available for military service in England and Wales, and the miles laid 
down by the Board of Agriculture and the War Office (Circidar R. 92). His estimate 
assumes that all the. farmers and one-half of the men returned as farmers’ sons and 
labourers will be indispensable. 

Medical practitioners, men of military age engaged in railways, iron and steel, 
ami explosive and chemical works, and a moiety of those coming under the heading 
Public Administration and Professions,” have been considered indispensable.
